The report to the association said 
that only eleven of the forty-one drain- 
age districts were flooded.

It is an obvious fact that if the work- 
ers in general should save a third more 
or spend a third less, there would soon 
be the most roseate -panic the nation 
ever experienced ; yet an ever-increasing 
number of people are following the ad- 
monitions of such canards as “Work 
more, produce more and save more”’— 
“Work and Save,” etc., the natural re- 
sults of which are that money and the 
natural current of production are being 
stagnated ; while cost of living, half time 
employment, idleness and poor demand 
for the products, which in the making 


increase... All of which discourages 
thrift and reacts against seein pros- 
perity. 

Every businéss and corporation alee 
after providing-for all other coniingen- 
cies, shares the net profits of its industry 
with all of its workers increases their 
bpying power, thus making a better mar- 
ket for its own and the products of every 
other businéss, thereby creating ever- 
increasing demand for all classes of both 


products and labor.

“In the slip at the north end of Bel- 
mont harbor, Chicago, a wild mallard 
herNquacks out her grief—bereft of her 
entire brood of fifteen ducklings. For 
two years we have observed this condi- 
tion. and attributed the cause to many 
soufces of adverse nature, such as rats, 
hawks, minks, cats, and the stones 
from the hands of. small boys. Never 
could) we determine the exact cause 
antil recently. 

“On the morning of May 23 a wild 
mallard hen appeared at the head of 
Belmont with a brood of fifteen 
ducklings. Her mate, a shy, wild drake, 
swam at her side with an air of proud 
paternity...Toward noon a Lincoln 
park mallard appeared, drove the wild 
drake away, and tried to pay court to 
the hen. Quite naturally she resisted. 
This seemed to infuriate the semi- 
domesticated park drake, and a vi- 
chous attack he took vengeance upon 
a duckling—grabbing it by its little 
neck, shaking ft, and finally drowning 
it. Not content with this, the fiend 
continued the murder for three days, 
until he had exterminated the entire

park a en should be appointed to 
round up the hens and their broods as 
soon as they appear and protect them 
in screened runways for at least three 
weeks, At that time the ducklings will 
be strong enough to protect them- 
selves.
